I own both rigs and like both. 


FT-817 Pros: 

- All bands and modes, incl. VHF and UHF CW, SSB, and FM 

- Lots of information available on rig, lots of accessories available and 
it's fun to accessorize 

- Decent CW performance, esp. with 500 Hz filter. Has IF shift also. 


FT-817 Cons: 

- Kind of a current hog for QRP--I normally used a 17Ah battery with it for 
a weekend of operation 

- Pretty noisy receiver, so you need outboard audio filtering or 
communications headphones to lower hiss (like Radio Shack "racing scanner 


headphones" 

- For SSB work you really should have an outboard speech processor 
- No memories for internal keyer 

- Needs external ATU if a tuner is needed 


K1 Pros: 

- Fun to build and great service and support 

- Excellent receiver (for its type), with three filter widths 

- Very, very battery friendly--you can get 5 watts at comparatively low 
supply voltages 

- Two keyer memories 

- Built in ATU is available as option--very handy when using portable 
multiband antennas 


K1 Cons: 

- Basically a 4 band HF rig, unless you are willing to change PC board to 
add another 2 HF bands 

- CW mode only, no SSB or digital 


Maybe I'm stating the obvious here, but these are just my personal 
reflections. Good luck on your decision.

I don't think so, because the dipper circuit doesn't really indicate 
resonance (regardless of LED or meter), it indicates a balanced bridge 
condition, meaning 50 ohms. 


The first poster said suppose the connected antenna & TL gave 300 ohms 
(folded dipole), or 20 (mobile ant) ohms resistive at resonance. Under 
those conditions, the (50 ohm) bridge would be far from balanced. As 
you tuned (varied frequency) you would probably get a null, but not all 
the way to zero. At that point, the ximpedance*x of the unknown would I 
think, be approximately 50 ohms, but the reactive component would 
prevent the difference in voltage across the two center points of the 
bridge from equaling zero. This would be a "false" indication if taken 
to mean resonance.

I think the answer has been received that the little bitty crystals 
can't handle enough current. 


Now--did I dream this, or did someone post a circuit a year or two ago 
to allow using the mini crystals to drive old tube rigs? I seem to 
recall it was a little amplifier and maybe it was posted by one of the 
designers on the list ... Mr. Fifield or Mr. Burdick maybe. But I sure 
can't find it any more. 


To sort of answer the question though, this is probably the only 
reliable way of addressing the problem. I think you would make a little 
one or two stage transistor (or FET) oscillator that would have its 
output designed to work into several k-ohms.

Hate to see our semi-annual discussion of how good you need to be with 
the key before venturing onto the air end in hard feelings. I 
personally haven't called anyone stupid or a whiner, and I don't think 
anyone else has either; not directly anyway. 


Is there a "correct" answer? I don't think so. No doubt there are some 
who jump in without adequate skills. There are also others who are 
skilled enough (for beginners), but are still too terrified of making 
mistakes and embarrassing themselves to get on the air.

Are there really hordes of 
new hams so eager to work CW that they are getting on and irritating 
everyone with their poor sending? I hadn't noticed, but I'd be almost 
willing to put up with the crummy fists if it were true. Not that I 
haven't heard some horrible Morse, but I think most of it is coming from 
seasoned Ops. 


A comment on one of the side discussions on spacing: 
Yesthisishardtoread 

but, Spacing is absolutely necessary in printed text. In spoken 
language, and in Morse, people naturally tend to eliminate most of the 
between-word spacing. I see nothing wrong with that, as long as 
intelligibility isn't reduced. Who wants to sound like a computer?

Now the fun part. I decided to take Bruce's five minute challenge, with 


my own 24 WPM parameter thrown in. I'm using my new AZQRP W5JH paddle 
and the Super CMOS II and sending from the paddle's instruction sheet, 
timing myself until I make an error. 


First try: 0:15 
2nd try: 1:10 
3rd try: 3:20 


So I'm not ready to get on the air yet. But that was kind of fun. I'll 
have to try it again. 


Excuses: 


The paddle is moving around on the desk. I tried holding it with the 
left hand, but that got old. (Actually though, the little paddle is 
pretty stable for its size.) 


I think loss of mental concentration or focus is the biggest source of 
errors for me. It's sure easier to send from printed text than from the 
head. It also helps to look ahead and "visualize" the text in dit-dah 
terms as opposed to a, b, c terms. 


How do you send a dash (-)? I substituted the BT prosign, but I think 
that's for "=".

First, the good news...it's been replaced and the project is back on 
track... 


On Saturday, I got the bright idea to power the Pericom PI5C3303TX bus 
switch from the DSW-20's 5-volt regulator instead of the 4-volt one. 

I'd have sworn I measured 5 volts on the leg of U7 nearest the center of the 
board. ..WRONG! 

You know, I think Pericom means it when they spec this part at 7 VDC max 
supply...cuz when I connected it to the 13.8 VDC line on the input leg of 
the regulator, 

bye bye bus switch! Cutest ( and most sickening) little puff of smoke I ever 
saw. Anyway, got some more experience de-soldering and soldering the little 
surface-mount devices from/to those nifty little surfboards... 


Today, made six RTTY(total of 27 thus far) and two CW contacts using the 
DSWMULTI project. I'm off work 'til next Monday... 

Twenty was in pretty good shape and we had excellent copy...both 
modes...both ends. 


So, I'm not having to use a manually-moved hardware jumper anymore when 
switching modes or switching from xmit to rcv in RTTY mode. 

Now doing this with virtual controls from within the MMTTY and DSWMULTI 
windows. 

Still a good ways to go with the development of the DSWMULTI software to 
enable a more automatic operating capability...especially on the RTTY side 
of things. 

The goal is to operate RTTY solely from within the MMTTY window ( once 
operating freq and mode have been set from within the DSWMULTI window). 
Have a couple crucial routines remaining to be hammered out...one of them, 
an interrupt handler(ugh). 

Problem is, I'm getting such a kick out of operating DSWMULTI in its 
semi-automatic form that it's hard to tear myself away. 

RTTY...I never imagined...

A few months ago I asked a few questions here on the list concerning 
vertical antenna's. I got a lot of good advice. After working all states 
QRP and I just picked up my 100th country (SV9CVY, Island of Crete) using my 
K2. I am going to call my Hustler 6BTV trapped vertical antenna a success. 
I don't think you could ask for any better multi band antenna. But I'm 
going to try something new. I just got the aluminum tubing to build myself 
a full quarter wave vertical on 40 meters. I plan to use the antenna on 
10-40 meters. All the details have not been worked out yet. I would like 
to feed the antenna with open wire feeders to a balun and tune it with the 
K2's built in tuner. I experimented with this set up last summer and it 
seemed to work well. I was tuning a 1/2 wave vertical on 15 meters (22ft 
tall) fed with 300 ohm TV twin lead. Only an eight foot ground rod, no 
radials. I was able to get a 1-1 match on 10-20 meters. I took the 
afternoon sitting out on the deck with the K2 and a battery and worked many 
stations. Anybody here ever experimented with this type antenna? Any 
thoughts?

I think that having to think in dit-dah terms would be a real killer of smooth 
CW. 


I find that very often I will be sending something when my mind drifts off onto 
another subject. Then I realize that I'm still sending some CW but don't have a 
clue as to what I am sending and have to listen to myself to find out! 


It's not quite that drastic but you get the idea. After hearing some letters or 
words the subject will pop back into my mind. I think it's just relaxing enough 
to let the sub-conscious mind do the sending. 


When I was in the Army I could copy 5 letter code groups via the old manual 
mills without any errors at 20 to 30+ wpm and read a book or carry ona 
conversation at the same time. The CW just came in the ears and out the 
fingers. I would have no idea what was being sent. I did the same with plain 
text too but we didn't copy much of that. Ahhhhhhh, to be that young again! 


If there is a secret to CW I think it must be to RELAX. If you are having to 
think about any of it you are not relaxed enough yet. How do you learn how to 
relax with CW? Easy...... just spend more time doing CW. Both on the air and 
off the air. And always at a speed just a little faster than you can copy 100%.

Hi Brent & All, 


I had a 24' piece of 1 1/2' aluminum tubing. I fastened that to a 2x4. The 
bottom of the 2x4 was bolted to a 4x4 that was planted in the ground about 3'. 
I raised the antenna by just walking it up letting it pivot on the bottom bolt. 
When it was vertical I screwed the 2x4 to the 4x4 up near the top of the 4x4. 


I put out about 40 radials which I just stepped off guessing at about 35'. I 
did not cut either the far ends or the near ends. All the near ends were tied 
to the coax shield (with wire nuts of course!) while the center conductor was 
connected to the pipe using washers, conductive paste and a sheet metal screw. 


The coax was CATV drop line, 75 or so Ohms, about 300' long. It was just lying 
on the ground. Inside the shack I connected that line to a piece of nice, 
flexible RG8 that was about 3' long. 


That connected to the TS930AT that I had at the time. The internal antenna 
tuner matched things up and I operated 40-10 with it. Best DX was catching 


VKOIR on 40m one morning. This was from Washoe Valley, NV. Not many western 
stations got them on the lower bands so I felt that I was very lucky. Hard to 
describe that pile up. Big isn't really the word!!! 


I also played around as a Fox with that setup using the 930 at 5w. 


But..... I replaced it with a Force 12 C3SXL/H on top of 80' of Rohn tower. 

With that yagi I had 2 elements on 40m and it got better as you went up. There 
is just no way to even imagine the difference. You really do have to operate 
with a good antenna for awhile to understand why people will work so hard to get 
one up! 


Selling all that and going with a little High Sierra vertical is very hard to 
do. Just using the FT-100 instead of the FT-1000MP was hard to do! That good 
radio is just sitting in a closet up in Boise!!! :-( Most of the antennas and 
towers are now in CT on a hillside just waiting for me to come visit them..... 
one of these days I'll do just that! 


Mediocrity is so hard to accept whether it's my antennas or operating skills! B 
oth have suffered far too much the past 4 years. 


Now that we are heading back to Reno for a while I may get a chance to play in 
some contests from a good station. That will help get my CW back into shape! 


Lets see now..... maybe we could require everyone to score something like 150 
QSOs in one of the NCJ sprints using QRP before they could rag chew..... :-) 
(I£ you think you really know CW and how to use your station, just try hitting 
200 Q's in one of the two sprints each year..... check the ARRL page or most any 
other contest source for the dates and rules. This is the one where you MUST 
QSY after every CQ contact.) 


OK, that should keep the list cops busy for awhile..... :-) 
Back in my hole.....

In general, most thought the idea would work in some BA rigs (in fact, it 
has and does work in certain BA rigs), but it was hkghly likely that the 
higher voltage and current present in BA rigs would damage and/or destroy 
the smaller crystals designed for much lower E/I.

Today the 40 meter WWII surplus ARC-5 Command set that I recently converted 
for AC operation (R-27/ARC 5 receiver and T-22/ARC 5 transmitter) came to 
life after 60 years of silence. The plans here are to use them and my 
vintage J-38 key on Straight Key Night tomorrow night. 


After today's morning skip had lessened and things thinned out a bit on the 
band, I crossed my fingers, plugged in the 

J-38, hooked up the set to an antenna, found a clear spot up the band at 
7050 kHz, and called CQ. The watt meter showed 35 watts output from the pair 
of glowing 1625 tubes. 


WB4EWG, Bob, in Westport, KY, answered and gave me a 599 report! Suddenly, 
it was 1951 again and I was reliving those "thrilling days of yesteryear." 
Only this time, with the modern convenience of cable-vision, I wasn't wiping 
out every TV set in the neighborhood. 


I had forgotten just how lacking in selectivity those old receivers really 
were. The AGC action, what little there is of it, is also pitiful by today's 
standards. Strong nearby stations obliterate weaker ones. Nevertheless, 
there I was in the middle of a QSO and trying to concentrate on separating 
WB4EWG from signals of a type never heard on the bands in '51. Bob was being 
clobbered at times by a digi station near 7050 and an SSB station from south 
of the border. 


Wanting to rig the setup just like I did another as a 13-year-old kid in 
'51, I searched around area electric stores and finally found a knife-switch 
to use for antenna change-over. To keep the oscillator stable, I let it run 
continuously during transmit and key the cathodes of the 1625's, then have 
to shut it down for receive to keep the oscillator from blocking the 
received signal. This meant throwing the DC switch on the power supply, 
throwing the knife switch over, and jockeying the volume control up and down 
on the receiver to control the audio as best I could. Still, with the 
receiver volume control all the way down, the receiver audio during transmit 
was so loud it left our poor old deaf dog squirming, and my XYL_ yelling 
from the living room "Turn it down!!". It was down. Whew!! Gotta do 
something to mute that receiver a bit during transmit.

Though far from being a basic keyer, my "Frankenkeyer" has straight key 
mode. (which BTW are still available). 


The SWL Rock Mite keyer chip also has a straight key mode, as does the 
Jackson Harbor inhanced R/M keyer chip. 


With these keyers, a straight key is auto detected on power up of the keyer 
by sensing a mono plug is inserted into the stereo paddle jack. (ie, one of 
the paddles inputs is grounded) 


Straight key mode lets you use all the functions of the keyer like memories 
(which still have to be programmed with a paddle though) but use something 
other than a paddle to key with. Such as a straight key, or froma 
computer, a different keyer, or even your old bug. This allows flexability 
in chosing your keying source, while leaving the keyer in line with the 
rig. This can be important if the keyer is built into a rig and not easy to 
otherwise by-pass.

No- what determines at what impedance you see the dip at is set by the 
bridge. Doesn't matter how it's viewed. 


The only reason you'd want to look for something other than 50 ohms is if 
your using something other than a standard dipole for an antenna. 
But in 
any event, eventually you will have to match to 50 ohms to make your 
transmitter happy. The whole point of the Tenna Dipper was to help you find 
that match without burning up your transmitter or causing undo QRM.

Battery is only 4 years old. Radio is in back seat, 
antenna on trunklip mount, on the trunk, placing about 
2' from rear defroster. Radio wiring about 3 years 
old. 


However--the pulsed noise source is with the rear 
defrost set to off. Turning on the rear defrost kills 
off the pulsed noise source, but only by dropping the 
sensitivity of the radio by 10dB or something like 
that (listening to a weak but almost noise free 
repeater, kicking on the defroster makes it quite 
noisier--but no noise with no receieved signal).

Some things to consider for your new antenna: 


A ground (counterpoise, radials, etc) becomes less important when 
feeding a half wave antenna because of the high impedance. 


A ground will be much more important for the quarter wave antenna. 


To me, it seems physically difficult to feed a ground mounted antenna 
with open wire feedline. 


I just finished posting some vertical antenna measurements on the IC-703 
Yahoo group. I'll repeat it here: 


The antenna is a 20 meter ground plane vertical with four radials, more 
information at http://kn51.net/fdantenna/ 


The measurements are taken at the rig end of the ~140 foot feedline 
using a VA1 Vector RX Analyst from AUTEK RESEARCH.

I'd look at the alternator. The rear defroster is such a power hog that 
when it switches on, it can pull a load. If the computer senses it, it 
can 

try to increase field current and make the alternator pump out a lot 
more. 


Or... It could be the battery. If you battery is getting a bit weak, 
then 

it can aggravate noise that was always there but weak from the rest 

of the system. Turning on the rear defrost can move the problem further 
into the foreground.

First of all, let me congratulate you for taking the challenge. When I 
made that "wild" statement I was not thinking too clearly. Also I had a 
different mind set than I do now, three or four days later. But what 
are minds made for except ti change. 


obviously, to me, I meant sending from printed text. Using printed text 
is the easiest. You don't have to think about what to say next. You 
don't have too worry about you spell a word. But notice how your 
proficiency went up with each succeeding trial! You might have made 5 
minutes in the next couple of trials! 


But in retrospect, I think somewhere between 1 and 3 minutes might be 
more realistic. So lets let it go at that. 


On the matter of what is better as a starter, a straight key ora 
paddle, after much thought I decided that in this day and age it really 
doesn't matter. I still consider the straight key to give the operator 
more flexibility if it is learned first, and I think it reinforces the 
code at early stages because using a key is, again, to me, a more direct 
manual translation of the code than pushing a paddle (consider any 
character over a single dit or dah). But again, this is a personal 
opinion! 


As to how many bad operators does it take to annoy another operator? 
Let's define bad operators, CW only of course. After some 
consideration, I guess the operator who lets a stray dot or dash slip in 
does not really concern me. After this pot does not like to be called 
black (no racial slurs intended). God knows, as do many I have worked 
knows I do it myself! Of course I was projecting an ideal, not 
practice! 


But the guys who consistently send a string of dits for "e", "i", "s", 
"h", or "5", really annoy me. As do the guys who consistently add extra 
dits or dahs because they are trying to use the paddle at too high a 
speed or just have not had enough practice. 


And there are some guys who have not had enough practice to really know 
the code. Not only is their spacing bad but they don't know the 
characters. I had an aborted QSO with one of these on 40 hat frustrated 
me. I wanted to help the guy but there was no way. BTW, poor spacing 
is not as much of a problem if you write everything down, but it is 
terrible if you "head copy". 


So, there you have the benefit if my current thinking. Thanks for the 


bandwidth and I hope this returns me to the better graces of some of 
you!

Hate to see our semi-annual discussion of how good you need to be with 
the key before venturing onto the air end in hard feelings. I 
personally haven't called anyone stupid or a whiner, and I don't think 
anyone else has either; not directly anyway.

Not that I 
haven't heard some horrible Morse, but I think most of it is coming from 
seasoned Ops. 


A comment on one of the side discussions on spacing: 
Yesthisishardtoread 


but, Spacing is absolutely necessary in printed text. In spoken 
language, and in Morse, people naturally tend to eliminate most of the 
between-word spacing. I see nothing wrong with that, as long as 
intelligibility isn't reduced. Who wants to sound like a computer?

On 27 December, I posted: 


"At 1600z 27 December I copied the mystery signal on my K2 a bit above the 
noise level here in Oshkosh in eastern Wisconsin (EN54). Using my rotatable 
40 meter dipole as well as my tribander, I obtained a broad peak at 
approximately 300 degrees (WNW), and a somewhat narrower null at about 30 
degrees (NNE). 


Is anyone else able to do a similar measurement in order to better estimate 
the geographic source of the signal? A measurement from a West Coast station 
would be especially valuable. 


I'll share any information gathered with the group." 


Sam, KL7V/5, was the only person who gave me information on the bearing of 
this signal which has apparently since gone kaput. He wrote: "At 1630z from 
Oklahoma City, I can obtain a broad peak around 315 deg (NW) 

or possibly 135 deg (SE) using my tribander. My 40 meter rotatable dipole 
isn't showing much directivity on 30. In fact, I'm surprised the tribander 
is although I use it on 30 meters, I never thought it had any directivity to 
it! That steady carrier on 30 is running between si and s5. Last night I 
couldn't hear it at all but before sundown it was running between s7 and 
s9." 


Triangulation with two broadly-peaking bearings is insufficient for 
street-address accuracy, of course, but a map analysis indicates that the 
signal probably originated from Oregon or Washington, at approximately 120 
degrees West, 45 degrees North. 


Requiescat in pace for both the signal and the topic! 


Happy New Year and listen for my grandfather's 1928 Vibroplex Bug in SKN. He 
was a telegrapher on the Wisconsin Central RR ("Soo Line") for many years. I 
haven't used it much in the last two decades, so it will be a real challenge 
to send reasonably coherent CW.
